W ork of the Ctuh Com m ission. 
W ashington, October 6th.—T he Utah 
Com m ission, by its C hairm an, A. 15. Carl­ 
ton, has filed w ith the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior its annual report, of w hich the fol­ 
low ing is a synopsis. D uring the year the 
law regarding the 
disfranchisem ent of 
polygam ists and those living in unlaw ful 
cohabitation has been fully and success­ 
fully enforced. 
All such persons, w ith 
very few exceptions, have been excluded 
from voting and holding offices. A large 
num ber have been fined and im prisoned 
in the penitentiary for polygam y, or un­ 
lawful cohabitation, chiefiy for the latter 
olfense. Jt is reported, and believed by 
m any resident non-M orm ons, that during 
the year a large num ber of polygam ous 
m arriages have taken place in the tem ples 
in Logan City and St. George. W e have 
no m eans of verifying such reports, yet we 
have no doubt that a considerable num ber 
of such m arriages have been celebrated 
w ith the knowledge, approbation and 
active co-operatiun of the leading m en 
of the M orm on C hurch. Upon the whole, 
w hether polygam ous m arriages are on the 
decrease in U tah, is a m atter on w hich dif­ 
ferent opinions are expressed, but undoubt­ 
edly m any have been restrained by fear of 
disfranchisem ent and the Peiiiteiniurv, and 
we think it is sale to say tbat in the m ore 
enlightened portions of the Territory, as, 
for exam ple, Salt Lake City and its vicinity, 
very few polygam ous m arriages have oc­ 
curred w ithin the last year. 
They Can’t Ilold Office. 
W ashington, October Gtli.—A m ong the 
officials directly altected by the President’s 
conclusion—that a candidate tor an elect­ 
oral office should relinquish his Federal 
office—are A . K. Delany, United States A t­ 
torney for the Mastern District of W iscon­ 
sin, and A. H urst, U nited States A ttorney 
for the Southern D istrict of Ohio. 
Mr. 
Delany was appointed to his present office 
by President Cleveland, m ainly through 
the efforts of General Dragg, and has beep 
nom inated to succeed that gentlem an in 
Congress. Mr. H urst is a Republican, and 
was appointed under the previous adm inis­ 
tration. H e has been nom inated forjudge 
of ¡lie Court of Com m on Pleas of H am il­ 
ton county. 
After he accepted the nom ­ 
ination he w rote to the A ttorney-G eneral, 
inform ing him of his nom ination, and said 
that if his retention of the District-A ttor­ 
neyship, pending the result of the State 
election, conflicted, in any way w ith the 
President’s policy of civil service reform , 
he would resign his present office. 
As al­ 
ready stated, the Cabinet considered the 
question at to-Jay's m eeting, and decided 
that, as a general principle, an otlicial de­ 
siring to enter the political field hud better 
give up bis Federal office. 
It is theretore 
likely that changes will shortly be m ade in 
both the offices m entioned. 
T urn the “ K ascats" Ouf. 
W ashington, October 6th.—Jam es L. 
W illiam s, who was arrested at the W hite 
H ouse in M arch. 1SS5. w hile insisting on 
the President paying him $ótX),006 on a 
cla!m against the G overnm ent, and who 
was sent to the insane asylum , was to-day 
brought into the District Court on a writ 
of habeas corpus and released. T he Court 
decided that no person can be restrained of 
his liberty as an insane person unless the 
question has been passed upon by a jury.

They 
also dem and one-quarter of a day for tim e 
lost when called to go out w ith a train 
which fails to start, as is frequently the 
case. General Manager Sliaier forwarded 
the dem ands to the Kric headquarters in 
New York, prom ising to give them a reply 
to-day. T his m orning the officials sub­ 
m itted a proposition to tiie etfect that

pay wages as 
high as any nihcr road com peting with the 
New York; Pennsylvania and Ohio Rail­ 
way. the men to he given tim e to investi­ 
gate for them selves to ascertain the prices 
paid by com peting lines.

R outnania, dated last Saturday, w hich 
states that the m ovem ent in favor of R us­ 
sia, w hich started in the Bulgarian arm y 
and the leadership of the garrison at 
Shnm la, is now in full progress. T he dis­ 
patch says the m ovem ent has spread 
rapidly, and that the adhesion of the gar­ 
risons at R ustcbuk, W idin. Islevna and 
Slivno appears to be unquestionable. T he 
telegram goes on to say that on Sunday last 
the Shum la garrison telegraphed to the 
B ulgarian M inister of W ar, at Sofia, that 
they were convinced that the present state 
of political anarchy was injuring the rights 
and interests of the people and the coun­ 
try ; that they desired the release of all the 
originators of the coup il'etat, as dem anded 
by Ilussia, and that they wished General 
K aulbars’ note, containing the Czar's de­ 
m ands, to be considered by the B ulgarian 
G overnm ent, in order to avoid a breach be­ 
tween the two nations. 
T he W ait of E ngland's Poor. 
L o n d o n, October 6th.—T he Social D em ­ 
ocratic Federation has issued a m anifesto, 
in w hich it says : " T he unem ployed are 
certain to experience a distress still m ore 
severe than that experienced in 1885.

Fear­ 
ing that som ething was w rong, as he did 
not return, one of his brctiiers descended in 
search of him . 
H e aiso failed to return, 
when the oilier brother and then the father 
descended. 
T he latter tw o nut appearing 
at the surface, again careful search was 
m ade, resulting in rinding the bodies of the 
four m en, wiio had been suffocated by 
choke dam p. Colliers were subsequently 
rescued from other parts of the m ine. 
A 3lÍMHÍn£ M an, 
L o ndon, October 6tb.—One of the chief 
topics of English and A m erican society on 
this continent for the past tw o m onths has 
been the m ysterious disappearance of A r­ 
th u r M olynoaux Royds during a visit to 
the Alps. H e was last seen at Basle. T he 
banks of the R hine have been exam ined 
for m iles w ithout success, and every story 
of his having been seen here and there has 
been thoroughly settled and proven ground­ 
less. T he Swiss police cling to the theory 
they I'fst form ed, that a wom an decoyed 
him from the station-platform into tow n, 
w here confederates robbed and m urdered 
him , throw ing his body into the R hine. 
Soldiers' H ardships in India. 
R angoon, October 6th.—T he troops sent 
from M irehla to relieve the surrounded 
garrison at M vothect, Biirm ah, succeeded 
in perform ing their m ission. It took a six- 
days' m arch of thirty m iles through one 
jungle. 
In this the troops found several 
crucified British m essengers. Every officer, 
and nearly every m an, in the garrison was 
prostrated w ith fever w hen the relieving 
expedition reached them . 
C oncerning Sam oa. 
L ondon, October 6th.— Advices 
from 
Apia, Sam oa, state that the E nglish, Ger­ 
m an and A m erican Com m issioners had be 
gun a conference respecting the rights and 
claim s of their respective G overnm ents in 
the Sam oan Islands.

St. P eteksbubg, October 6th.—Reports 
from Vladivostock show that the cholera 
continues to m ake the m ost frightful rav­ 
ages in the Seoul district in Corea. H un­ 
dreds are dying daily. 
H anlan am i Ross. 
London, October 6th.—H anlan has ac­ 
cepted Ross’ challenge to row a race on the 
Tham es, for £500 a side. 
C hurchill to tho F ront. 
New Y ork, October 7th.—The Tribune's 
London special says: Sir UandolphCburcbill 
has accomplished a feat hitherto supposed 
to be beyond the power of mortal man. 
He has put the Irish question in the back­ 
ground. His Hartford speech was a polit­ 
ical sensation, beyond everything since 
Gladstone’s conversion to home rule. It 
is four days since it was delivered. 
Gladstone 
himself 
has 
spoken 
iu 
the meantime, but his four columns 
have passed almost unread, while every­ 
body reads and re-reads Churchill’s dis­ 
cussion uninterruptedly. He has taken 
the leadership of tire Tory party out of 
Salisbury’s hands. He has burnt his ships 
and his idols together. 
The Tory party 
henceforward is Democratic or nothing.

October 0th.—Brow n, Dobb 
and M iller, of the Brooklyn M ontauk As­ 
sociation, M orrison, of D istrict Assem bly 
No. 26, of New York, and six of the St. 
Louis delegates, nre claim ing to have been 
elected instead of others, said to he T urner 
m en. T he delegates from D istrict No. 49, 
according to the sam o unofficial reports, 
are lighting M orrison and the Brooklyn 
m en “ teeth and nail,” but the long contin­ 
uance o f the battle show s that the opposi­ 
tion is as fuliv determ ined as they. There 
can be no doubt of the fact that the battle 
is a bitter one.

R ichmond, October 6th.—r. m.—It was 
rum ored to-day that delegates of D istrict 
49, w ith their wilored brother, Farrell, in ­ 
tended going to the Richm ond Theater this 
evening, and if the latter was refused ad­ 
m ittance, to force their way in w ith him . 
Mrs. Powell, proprietress and m anager of 
the theater, heard of the rum or, and gave 
instructions that Farrell should not be ad­ 
m itted, except to the gallery reserved for 
negroes. She called on Chief of Police Poe 
to afford protection in case of trouble. The 
Chief caller! on Mr. Pow derly to re prest 
that 
he use his influence 
to 
pre­ 
vent any attem pt to force the adm is­ 
sion of ihe colored delegate, as it would 
cause trouble. Mr. Pow derly sent word 
tbat he was too busy to see him , but sent 
H ayes, of the Executive Bo.j-d, instead. 
T he latter said lie thought Farrell would 
not try to enter the theater, but be could 
give no assurance on the subject. Before 
the theater opened Chief Poe and thirty-five 
policem en were on guard there. At the 
hour for the opening of the theater thou­ 
sands of people had assem bled on Broad 
sireet. Tire colored delegate and his fet- 
low -m em bcrs of District 49 did not, how ­ 
ever, appear, and there was no disturbance. 
T he crowd rem ained about the theater until 
nearly 10 o’clock. 
PARTIAL AGREEMENT. 
L ater.—It was stated otii ially to-night 
that the report of the Com m ittee on Cre­ 
dentials had been accepted in all the cor;- 
tjsted-seat cases, excepting those ot M or­ 
rison. of New Y ork, and the St. Louis del­ 
egations.

A MONSTROUS ASSAULT. 


A dispatch from San Francisco gives 
currency to the story that a combination 
o f San Francisco m erchants have ap- 
jiealed to the Southern Pacific Companv 
to destroy the competitive or term inal fa­ 
cilities of the interior cities, by which they 
are now enabled to receive through freights 
from the East by rail at—not a less—but 
an equal rate of charge w ith San F ran­ 
cisco. 
The railroad company will cer­ 
tainly never consent to the reduction of 
interior cities to the plane of cross-roads 
settlements. 
Indeed the whole interior 
would suffer by such action, for it is equally 
w ith its interested in m aintaining the 
competitive relation of Sacramento and 
her sister inland cities. 
Their independ­ 
ence destroyed, as San Francisco desires, 
and industry outside of San Francisco 
would be at the mercy of th at city. 
It 
would affect the interest of every consumer 
who is now Icing benefited by Sacra­ 
m ento's term inal facilities. 
Some years 
ago San Francisco merchants made just 
such another appeal. 
They met then, as 
they assuredly will now, with a proper re­ 
buff'. They will certainly lie relinked again 
by the railroad company, which has stead­ 
fastly stood the friend of the interior 
cities. 
T hat the San Francisco Board of 
Trade, Chamber of Commerce and M anu­ 
facturers’ Association should now, as re- 
jiorted, renew it, is unthinkable. 
But, as­ 
sum ing it to be true, what does it mean? 
•Simply this, that San Francisco merchants 
propose to force interior cities to m aintain 
them , whether they will or n o t; th at San 
Francisco m erchants propose to break down 
the business of interior merchants and 
make San Francisco still more an absorbent 
of State vitality than it now is. T he prop­ 
osition is that our people shall lie forced to 
ignore river navigation, and pay to San 
Francisco 
tribute, 
equal 
on 
all 
its 
Eastern imports to the 
'ost of trans­ 
portation 
from 
that 
city 
to 
the 
interior, in addition to the cost of carriage 
from the East. 
In other words, that Sac­ 
ramento, though on a navigable river 
touching tide water, shall not receive 
goods from abroad, except she pays a 
higher rate than San Francisco, measured 
by the addition of the local rate from San 
Francisco. 
Of course, such a determ ina­ 
tion on the part of the railroad company, 
would mean the utter ruin of the business 
houses of the interior competitive points, 
th e consequent decadence of the cities, the 
rapid decline of values, and the absolute 
punishm ent of every taxpayer in the State, 
while it would go far to perm anently 
check and put back interior development. 
It 
is 
said 
that 
the 
enemies 
of 
th e city are 
energetically laboring to 
accomplish 
their ends, and 
while we 
have no fear th at they will do so, still Sac. 
i amento owes it to the railroad company and 
to itself to show concern about this m atter 
bv entering anew our em phatic protest 
against this insolent demand of San F ran­ 
cisco. 
( >f course the rank injustice oí ask­ 
ing that the trade of the interior cities 
shall be handicapped in the interest of a 
coast city, is apparent 
to every intelli­ 
gence. 
However viewed, it appears as a 
monstrous proposition.

shall tie paid as a retainer for his services, aud 
th a t fifteen per cent, on the first 81(M,0U0 saved 
the eiiy and county, and ten tier cent, upon all 
other sums saved, snail be paid for his services 
to be rendered in said litigation: provided, that 
in no event shall such compensation in the ag­ 
gregate exceed the sum of $25,(W0; also prodded, 
that no payment shall he made until said con­ 
tract is first approved aud ratified by the Legis 
- ature of this state. 
The necessary A ct of ratification, recit­ 
ing that Mr. Swift had earned his fee, was 
passed by a Democratic Legislature aiid 
approved by a Democratic Governor, Win.

NKW BRIDGE AT MICHIGAN BAR. 
The Committee on Roads and Bridges, to 
which was referred the business of inquir­ 
ing into the necessity of constructing a new 
bridge across the Cosumnes at Michigan 
Bar, in place of the old structure which 
washed away, reported a recommendation 
that a bridge be constructed. The report 
was received and placed on file. 
Mr. McMullen offered the following reso­ 
lution. which was adopted unanim ously; 
Resolred, That the Board of Supervisors of 
Sacramento county are in favor of constructing 
a new bridge in place of the "old one across the

SCHOOL FINANCES. 
Charles E. Bishop, County Superintend­ 
ent of Schools, reported to the B oard; 
“ The m inim um am ount to be raised for 
the year 1886-87 is $73,000; am ount of Stale 
school fund for school year 1884-85 was 
$51,072 : the m inim um am ount of county 
school tax to be raised for the school year

Supervisor McMullen subm itted the fol­ 
lowing, which was unanim ously adopted : 

The county of Sacramento has 
commenced a suit in tiie Superior Court of Sac­ 
ramento county, by its attorneys—S. C. Denson 
and K. T. Devlin, wiih A. L. Rhodes, of counsel 
—against J. B. Hobson, for the purpose of ob­ 
taining an injunction against him, restrainiug 
him from discharging or dumping iuto the 
American river, or any of its forks, ravines or 
tributary streams, any of the tailings, bowlders, 
cobble stones, gravel, sand, clay, debris or refuse 
m atter from his mine, described in the com­ 
plaint in said action, or any tract of mineral 
land whatever; and also from causing or suffer­ 
ing to Bov, into sairt river, its forks, ravines, 
gulches or tributary streams, aforesaid, any of 
the tailings, bowlders, cobble stones, grave!, 
sand, clay or refuse m atter therefrom: aud also 
from suffering or allowing others to use his 
watzr supply, or any part thereof, for the pur­ 
pose of washing iuto said streams any earth, 
rocks, bowlders, clay, sand or other solid mate­ 
rial contained in any ground or mine; which 
said action was commenced on the 2d day of 
August, isoi, and is numbered 2,061: and where­ 
as, the said J. B. Hobson has consented that 
judgment may be entered against him. enjoin­ 
ing him as prayed lot in the complaint in said 
action, without costs: and his attorney, William 
Singer. Jr , now appears before us, the Board of 
Supervisors of Sacramento county, and repre­ 
sents ¡o us that the said J. B. Hobson, said de­ 
fendant, will not henceforth mine by the hy­ 
draulic process, and do the damage, or any part 
thereof, complained of, and to lestrain which 
an injunction is sought, but desires to mine by 
the quartz, drift and sluice process, but in so do­ 
ing will not do any of the damage complained 
of in the complaint: and ilcsires an assurance 
that be w ill not be prosecuted for contempt if 
he does not do any damage or injury of the kind 
above specified. 
Now, this is to assure the said J. B. Hobson 
that the county of Sacramento will not in the 


said suit, numbered 2,801, prosecute the said J. 
B. Hobson for contempt, provided he mines only 
by the quartz, process ortMMrtft process, asnow 
conducted aud understood ; and will not prose­ 
cute him for contempt if be mines by the iluice I 
process, If in running by the said sluice process 
be does not deposit in the American river, or 
any of its forks, ravines or tributary streams, 
any tailings, bowlders, cobblestones, gravel, 
sand, clay, debris, or refuse matter from mining 
ground, or allow others to do so, or allow his 
water supply to be used therefor, aud shall not 
In any instance do any of the damages com­ 
plained of. it being understood that the said 
plaintiff desires to obtain the result prayed for 
iu the complaint, and will not prosecute said 
defendant so long as he does nothing to affect 
the result obtained by the injunction in said

upon aud inform me that I had been nomi­ 
nated as the Democratic candidate for the high, 
responsible and honorable position of State Sen­ 
ator from this county hus performed that duty. 
To say that I feel highly flattered, and rfclurn to 
you and the party whose accredited representa­ 
tives you are ray heartfelt thanks, but feebly 
expresses my feelings. It is doubly gratifying 
because I have not sought the honor, do not 
now aspire to be a candidate for any position, 
aud know that it is tendered to me spontane­ 
ously, and in what you deem to be for the best 
interests of the party of which I am an humble 
member. In considering what my duty is in the 
premises I am embarrassed by the fact that I 
steadfastly declined a nomination for another 
responsible office on the ticket tendered to me 
by acclamation at the hands of our recent 
Democratic Convention.

H aving been in the employ of the Michigan Stave Com­ 
pany many years, and having examiner! m any Stoves re­ 
ported to them as not operating properly, I will give you a 
statem ent of some of the principal blunders, hoping th at it 
m ay aid those who deal in downward-draft Cook Stoves in 
correcting some of said blunders.

They should never guarantee a Stove to 
give satisfaction where it is proposed to work it in a Hue with 
another Stove, as they have no such guarantee from us. 


T he C him ney Too Low. 


We have often found the chim ney lcwer than the ad­ 
joining building; the kitchen being one-story, while the 
balance of the house was two stories or more, causing the 
wind, in coming over the taller portion, to blow down the 
chim ney, and 011 two occasions we have found, added to this 
fault, a large tree overhanging the chim ney, thus choking 
the draft.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A n Insane M an P a r d o n e d . 
Some years ago a yonng man by the 
name of William Griffin was committed to 
the Insane Asylum at Stockton from Santa 
Cruz county, and was afterwards transferred 
to the asylum at Napa. He was considered 
incurable. Eariy in March of this year he 
made his escape, and in his wanderings 
stole a horse, saddle and bridle of the value 
of $2.5. He was apprehended, charged with 
grand larceny, convicted of the crime in 
Santa Clara county and sentenced to one 
year in the State Prison at Folsom. He 
Las given much trouble in that institution, 
he more properly belonging to an insane 
asylum than a penitentiary. From a letter 
from the resident physician at the asylum 
it appears that the offense was committed 
one week alter his escape, and he was then 
legally an inmate of the asylum, and not 
responsible for his acts. The Board of 
Prison Directors are of the opinion that 
Griffin should be released from prison, so 
that he can be properly cared for by his 
father, who is desirous of so doing, and 
they so recommend. In deference to their 
request Governor Stoneman yesterday is­ 
sued a pardon to Griffin. 


A Y o u n g B u rg la r. 
Last Saturday evening John Stewart, pro­ 
prietor of a little saloon at Twenty-second 
and H streets, closed his place of business 
and came down town. On returning, about 
10 o 'clo ck , he found that a thiet had en 
tered the premises during his absence and 
stolen a b u lld o g revolver and about $1 in 
money. Tuesday noon he had occasion to 
leave the saloon again, and when he came 
back he fo u n d a hoy named Jim Daily, 
about 15 years of age. who has worked in 
the stables at A gricultural Park, operating 
at the door, in the lock of w hich a kev was 
inserted, 
in response to Stewart's inquiry 
as to what he was doing, the hoy said that 
a luan had been trying to burglarize the 
place, but ran away when he came. Stew­ 
art subsequently informed officer Coffey, 
who arrested the youth. 
The latter was 
very indignant, avowed his innocence, and 
threatened a suit for false imprisonm ent. 
Yesterday, however, Coffey learned where 
Daily had sold the stolen pistol, and on be­ 
ing confronted with that fact the youthful 
burglar weakened, adm itted th t he stole 
the weapon, but denied having taken any 
m oney.

The boxing match between Jack Burke 
of New York, claiming to be champion 
middle weight of the world, and 1 bomas 
Norton, of Sacramento, drew quite a large 
audience to T urner Hall last night. 
The 
central contest was preceded by three am a­ 
teur matches of little interest, the best 
being between two boys. Haley and Abigo. 
At half-past 9 Burke and Norton came on. 
Burke is a finely built man, long-limbed, 
and in apparent excellent training. Norton, 
while he keeps in fair training, is of lesser 
weight and stature, and not nearly so well 
built a man. W hile Norton is a good boxer 
and fences skillfully at all points, he is no 
m atch for Burke. Parson Davies seconded 
Burke, and l’rof. Simons seconded Norton. 
Mr. Scott was chosen referee. The match 
was for five rounds, Burke to “ knock o u t” 
Norton. Burke claims that the Chief of 
Police sent word that a “ knock out ” 
would not be allowed, and hence all that 
could be given was an exhibition of scien­ 
tific boxing. W hen the gloves were thrown 
on the stage officer Sullivan rejected the 
small ones, and the men were compelled 
to choose the larger ones. 
W ith these, 
Burke claimed, there could be no “ knock­ 
out.” Norton, by his brother, came for­ 
ward with the statem ent that the gloves 
were three-ounce, and what had been 
understood were to be used, but Burke’s 
friends contended they were “ pillows.” 
Scott, the referee, says they were four- 
ounce gloves, and the rejected ones one 
and one-quarter ounces. In the first round 
Burke took a few body blows and gave 
Norton a stiff one in the neck. Most of 
the round consisted of posing, dodging and 
feints. In the second round the honors 
were easy.

He frequently put his gloved hand into 
Norton's face deliberately, and held it there 
a couple of seconds, as if to show with 
wiiat ease he could plant blows on Norton's 
frontispiece, if he chose to do so.

awakened but little interest among the 
spectators. Burke was solicitous that it 
should be understood to be only “ scientific 
sparring,’ after he was debarred the use of 
the sm all gloves.

L e m o n -G ro w in g in C e n tra l C alifo rn ia . 
During the recent State Fair in this city 
a member of one of the largest fruit and 
wine-dealing firms of New York was here 
as a visitor, and was /it once greatly im­ 
pressed, as by a new revelation, with the 
wonderful variety and quality of our fruits, 
extending through the entire range of 
citrus and deciduous classes. 
His atten­ 
tion was attracted to citrus fruit-growing 
by the display of oranges and lemons, 
green and ripe, and he thoroughly investi­ 
gated the adaptability of this section of the 
State for citrus production. 
The result of 
his investigation was perfectly satisfactory. 
He was convinced that this region had the 
desired soil and climate for the production, 
not only of oranges, but of lemons. 
He 
stated that it has been found that in the 
importation of onr best lemons, those from 
Sicily, the distance was so great, the time 
of the voyage so long, that it is almost 
impossible 
to 
get 
them 
here 
in 
good condition. 
The demand at the 
same tim e is rapidly outgrowing the produc­ 
tion. He therefore determined to establish 
an Italian colony here for the raising of 
citrus fruits—especially 
Sicily lemons— 
and for that purpose has already given in­ 
structions for the purchase, by an agent, of 
1,280 acres of land. The colonists will be 
from Sicily, and thoroughly experienced in 
the care and cultivation of the lemon. It 
is his present purpose to plant out nearly 
all of the tract to lemons, reserving but a 
comparatively small space for oranges. 
The firm to which this gentleman be­ 
longs also deals extensively in California 
wines, and their experience lias been such 
as to give them unbounded faith in their 
future. 
For this reason it is the intention 
of tiie firm to start a large wine-grape vine­ 
yard with an equal, if not greater, area than 
ihe citrus orchard.

TT 7H ER EA S, t h e l e g is l a t u r e o f t h e 
VV sta te of C alifornia, at its Tw enty-sixth

two Houses o f said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten an d Eleven of A rticle 
T hirteen, oí the Constitution of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 


S e c t io n 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u nder the laws of the 
U nited States, shall be taxed in proportion to its

value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
The word property, as used iu th is article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys. 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership: provided, 
th at grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
th e u u ited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ithin this State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed aud taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, th a t railroads shall be taxed as 
provided iu Section Ten ot this article; aud,

th e ir g rjss or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for & deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of th is State. 
Double taxation iu any form is prohibited. 


S e c . 8. T he Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to m ake and deliver 
to th e County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u n d er oath, setting forth specifically a ll prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad projkirty, 
as defined in Section Ten of th is article, owned 
Dy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on the 
first M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in ih e county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district in w hich it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. 
Every corporation 
an d person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in th is State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an an n u al tax of two and 
a h alf per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin th is State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon th e thirty-first dav of December 
n ex t precediug, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all o th er State and county texes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right oí way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and th eir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art o f sucn railroad, an d upon th e 
shares of th e capital stock, and upon th e m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed aud taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during th e year 
ending on th e thirty-first day ot Decem ber last 
P 
receding, of all railroads, shall bo, annually, 
efore th e first dav of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board o f Equalization, 
u nder such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, how ever, th a t 
th e Legislature m ay at any tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here «ailroad.*» are situated partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout this State, th e gross a n ­ 
nu al earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


First- The gross earnings w hich, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin th is State. 


Second—'The gross earnings w hich, during the 
BaiAe year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly w itnout th is atate, w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een th is State and other Sta'es or T errito­ 
ries, in th e proportion w hich the num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to**he 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by the use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin the State, and the total th u s obtained 
shall be taken and deem ed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings m ade w holly w ithin th is State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or operating 
railroads u nder the provisions or th is section 
shall becom e p art of tne General Fund of this 
State, and tw o th ir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in w hich said rai'ro ad Í# 
situated, in proportion to th e length of the rail 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of th is section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration. ASfociarion. partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, w hen the sam e shall be­ 
come due. or w ithin th irty days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to nave w aived th eir right to operate 
th eir railroads w ithin this State. T he taxee 
herein provided for, together w ith such penaltie* 
as the Legislature m ay impose for th e non-pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in th is section designated, am i may­ 
be enforced In such m anner as th e Legislature 
m ay by law prescribe. All railroads, so far &:• 
the sam e are situated w ithin th e boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to
